International Centre | 


Now that Mr. Trygve Lic 
has formally arinounced — that 
the former headquarters of the 
League of Nations is. to fill the 
secondary, but important role 
of European Office of the Unit- 
ed Nations, Geneva has return- 
ed.to some extent to its g’ory 
of the ‘thirties. 

Mr. Lic's plan seems to be 
concentrate United 
Nationa economic and technical 
work at the European .Ofilce. 
Within the Inat few weeks there 
have met, and in some cnser

the Economic Commisaian — for 
Furope, the Preparatory Com- 
miseion on Internatlonal Trade 
and Full Employment, a confer- 
ence of Experts on Paxsports 
and Frontier Formalities,* and 
the Preparatgry Committee of 
the Internationa! Refugee Or- 
ganization. Fhe International 
Labour Organization haa had a 
conference of coal-producing 
countries, and this month holds 
its annual International Labour 
Conference in Geneva for the 
frat time since before the war. 


Geneva’s Pride . 

Consequently the city’s hotels 
ure once more filled with dele- 
gates. Not, Jt is true, the 
Brianda, the Titulescus, or the 
Cecils of the League of Nations 
duys. The type of delegates at- 
tracted by the work being done 
nt Geneva now..is drawn more 
from the Schoo's of Economics 
and the Boards of Trade of the 
world than from the Foreign 
Offices and Embassies, So far 
as Geneva is concerned, the 
hoteliers, and expecially their 
ataffa, seom to we'come this in- 
flux, and not only from a bual- 
ness point of view; there is an 
evident pleasure and pride in 
the preservation of the tradi- 
tion of Geneva as an interna- 
tional city. ; 

The offices in the splendid 
League of Natlons Palace in the 
Pare Arinna are once more oc- 
cupicd by international — civil 
servants, many of them re- 
cruited in great haste, for Mr. 
Lie has a constant chickén-and- 
eg  problom—which comes 
first, the convening of badly 
necded international confer- 
ences, or the recruiting of the 
staffs required to organize 
them? ; 


New Recruits 
The Secretary-General of the 
United Nations has’ many pro- 
blems which did not bother his 


Nations, and not the least of 
his preoccupations is the fnet 
that he is busy recruiting not 
the first, but tho second inter- 
national elvil service. And 
nowhere is this difficulty more 
-clearly_ thrown -inty-rellef—than 
in Geneva, whore the very -build- 
ings in which the officials work 
are steeped in the traditiona of 
the League. In hia recruit- 
ment for the Geneva confer- 
ences Mr, Lic had to throw 
young aud old together, and 
there fs a natural but danger- 
ous tendency for the latter to 
look back nostalgically on the 
“good old League days,” while 
the former, cicarly rather be- 
wildered by their first incar- 
sions into what is.n highly de- 
veloped technique, seem deter- 
mined that at all costs no.ald 
League methods shall blemish 
the purity of the new United 
Nations systems. The problem 
exists to some extent at Lake 
Success; it is more apparent 
at the former hdme of the Lea- 
gue of Nations, and it will have 
to be solved on both aides of 
tho Atlantic ifthe ersential ma- 
chinery for international co- 
operation is to run smoothly.

and the situation is not helped 
by the assicuity with which the 
newcomers sweep clean, with all, 
the determination appropriate 
to new brooms, There is noth- 
tng more infuriating 
young: than the aweet auperi- 
ovity of age and experience, 
and nothivg more aggravating 
to the old than the ignoring of 
kuch havd-won experience by 
those who follow them. : 

Senior officials of the United 
Nations are very conscious of 
this underlying rivalry, which 
eaists mainly in the middle 
ranks.
